It  w more  difficult  to  answer  the 


On  every  front  of  the  global  war  at  the  present 
Uine  the  struggle  for  air  superiority  is  being 
waged  with  unrelenting  per.xutence  and  vigor. 
On  the  western  front,  the  United  Natlona  clearly 
have  a growing  margin  of  superior  atrength  over 
the  Luftwaffe  at  the  moment,  as  inatanred  in  the 
case  of  the  Dieppe  raid.  On  the  eastern  front, 
the  enemy  is  still  using  large  and  concentrated 
masses  of  sirplsnes  from  land  springboards,  and 
with  telUng  effect.  In  the  Par  East  and  In  the 
Pacific  aonea  the  Issue  Is  undecided,  though  grev- 
Ing  Allied  air  atrength  has  created  a much 
brighter  picture.  In  the  Mediterranean,  the  bat- 
tle for  air  power  Is  at  its  peak.  Neither  side,  how- 
ever, has  won  air  supremacy  as  yet  in  the  confUcC 
as  a whole. 

Until  the  an  cover  of  the  United  Nations  is  a 
match  for  that  of  the  enemy.  In  every  theatre 
and  on  every  front,  the  Allies  are  going  to  take 
some  losses  In  the  field.  That  is  clear  through 
what  happened  in  the  Mediterranean  the  other 
day.  when  serious  losses  to  British  vessels  were 
sustained  from  the  convoy  that  went  through  to 
Malta,  under  incessant  fire  for  three  days  and 
nights  in  succeasion.  As  now  announced,  those 
losses  Included  the  aircraft  earner  Eagle,  the 
cruiser  Manchester,  the  anti-aircraft  cruiser 
Cairo  and  the  daairoyer  Porasight  of  naval  units 
guarding  the  convoy.  Borne  losses  were  taken  in 
merchant  vessela,  but  these  have  not  been  an- 
nounced. The  fact  that  the  convoy  got  through 
to  Malta  it  a tribute  to  the  courage  and  daring  of 
the  British  seamen  and  airmen  engaged. 

Ths  enemy's  attempt  was  a determined  one.
